While 
comparitieely inactive 
at 
Yaiix C ham pagne, it was rem em bered 
that the regiment possessed a co m p a­ 
ny of Indians, who spoke tw enty-six 
different languages or dialects, onN 
four or five of which were ever writ­ 
ten. It was hardly possible that Fritz 
would be able to translate these d i a ­ 
lects, and the plan to have Indians 
transm it 
telephone 
messages 
was 
adopted. 
The regim ent was fortu­ 
nate in having two Indian officers 
who spoke several of the dialects. 
Indians from t h e Choctaw tribe wore 
chosen and one placed in each P. C, 
The first use of th e Indians was 
made in o rdering a delicate w ithdraw 
a1 of two companies of th e 2nd bat­ 
talion from C h uftill.v to Chardeny on

of October 26th.
